Drawings

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claims 1, 9, the recitation of the claim "a first sampling rate equal to an 
exponentiation multiple of 2 of the intermediate frequency " and "second sampling rate 
equal to an exponentiation multiple of 2 of the intermediate frequency, the second 
sampling rate higher than the first sampling rate" is not clear because the first and 
second sampling rates are all equal to the exponentiation multiple of 2 of the 
intermediate frequency, how is the second sampling rate is higher than the first 
sampling rate. 
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Claims 2-8, 10-16 are rejected by virtue of their dependency. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 , 9 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

4. Claims 2-8, 10-16 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: none of the prior art of the record discloses or suggests a receiver comprising: a 
digital band-pass-filter for performing digital filtering data at a first sampling rate equal to 
an exponentiation multiple of 2 of the intermediate frequency; and an interpolation filter 
including a digital low-pass-filter for performing digital filtering on the data output from 
the digital band-pass-filter at a second sampling rate equal to an exponentiation multiple 
of 2 of the intermediate frequency.

5,396,489) discloses method and means for transmultiplexing 
signals between signal terminal and radio frequency channels. 

5,590,158) disclose a method and apparatus for 
estimating PSK modulated signals. 
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Betts et al (U.S. Pat. 5,768,31 1) disclose interpolation system for fixed sample 
rate signal processing. 

Keating (U.S. Pat. 6,072,538) discloses a digital image enhancement. 
Mizukoshi et al (U.S. Pat. 6,714,796) disclose a mobile communication terminal 
device.
